It is not usually necessary here 
in the valley to add chemicals or 
bacteria or turn the pile to get 
a@ properly composted product. A 
little concentrated inorganic form 
of nitrogen may hasten the pro- 
cess somewhat. 

To make a compost pile the ma- 
terial to be composted is heapéd, 
tramped, and thoroughly watered. 
Leaves, annual : plant . remains, 
barnyard manure, grass clippings, 
table scraps, and other similar or- 
ganic refuse’ can be included. 
When the pile is completed «it 
should be covered: with good gar- 
den soil tramped and wet down.

LESS COTTON 
SEEN NEXT YEAR 


More cereals and alfalfa and 
less cotton in California for 1952. 


This is the outlook as seen by 
the California Committee on Sur- 
vey of Agricultural Productive 
capacity. 

This committee of experts from 
the University of California col- 
lege of agriculture and United 
States department of agriculture 
has made an extensive state-wide 
survey of past and present farm 
production and the expected pro- 
duction for next year. 

Major gains in acreage are also 
expected in sugar. beets and. irri- 
gated pastures. 

Over-expansion last year points 
to lower acreage of cotton,. rice, 
canning tomatoes, beans, and 
flaxseed in 1952. 
fewer acres of cotton are expect- 
ed in 1952. The market prices of 
cotton this year. are lower than 
those in 1950 at harvest time. 
Twenty thousand acres’ less of 
rice and canning tomatoes:‘are ex- 
pected. 

No important change is ex- 
pected for truck crops, tree fruits, 
and vines. 


Weather conditions and -gov- 
ernment price regulations can 
change this outlook. However, 
as things stand now, these shifts 
in agricultural production seem 
most likely. 

The committee is working to 
find out just how much can be 
produced on our farms in 1955.

blood said. The question will be 
referred to -member associations, 
whose directors may. vote or who 


|may refer the matter to their 


growers. 

While advocating ainehdment of 
the present order, rather than re- 
peal, Mr. Trueblood said that with 
feelfng within the industry aa 
‘high as it now is, he donhted’ 
that any kind of compromise 
could be worked. out. 

He said that if the prorate is 
discontinued; he would recom- 
mend'a marketing order. for Cen- 
tral California navels, which he 
said, have many. natural market 
advantages. He said that he be- 
lieved a.separate. order on Cen- 
tral California Valencias should 
also be worked out and that when 
southern California Valencia grow- 
ers “come to their senses’’ that 
every effort should be made to 
join them in a new order.

“Solid” Ref Representation 
For Citrus Growers

signed. by southern California 
| Sowers representing 37,500 cars 
of oranges. and asking that the 
citrus prorate be discontinued, is 
in the hands of the secretary of 
agriculture, he told of early his- 
tory of citrus in California, from 
the time the Spanish padres 
planted the first orange trees at 
their missions in. the 1600s. 

He said that in 1884, a 1,000 
carload shipment of oranges glut- 
ted the market and growers at 
that time said they would have to 
do something or lose their groves. 
As a‘ result,’ the Protective Asso- 
ciation of Southern California was 
formed, in 1885, with one objec- 
tive to contro} market shipment 
of citrus; members were assess- 
ed 2% cents’ per box. 

At present, Mr. McLain said, 
California produces 100,000 car- 
loads of oranges and Florida some 
420-430,000 carloads annually. 
Per capita consumption of many 
fruits has been on the decline, he 
said, but citrus consumption is 
increasing, however, keener com- 
petition must “be expected. 

In the 1920s, the speaker said, 
with about 5,000 carloads of or- 
anges to handle the Central Cali- 
fornia area attempted voluntary 
prorate. In 1932 the first real 
order for a marketing agreement 
was established and a statewide 
prorate set up. Through the 
years, the order has been changed 
and amended, 

“In spite of imperfections,” Mr. 
McLain said, “the order and 
agreement has made money for 
growers. If the present petition 
does not: result in killing prorate, 
further amendments should be 
adopted. The prorate can be con- 
sidered a crutch for the citrus 
industry, and we must use the 
crutch as long as there wil a@ need 
for it.’’ 

Mr. McLain predicted that if 
the petition to discontinue pro- 
rate suceeeds, it will be only a 
short time until a demand arises 
for a new prorate plan that may 
not be to the liking of Central 
California growers. He empha- 
sized that California citrus pro- 
ducing areas now have a new and 
greater common foe in the ex- 
panding Florida citrus deal. 

If the prorate is thrown out, 
Mr. McLain said, he would op- 
pose any group, including the 
Exchange, ‘“‘holding an umbrella” 
over the market. , Rather, he said, 
“fight it out on eVen terms.” 
He expressed the opinion that the 
Exchange can get better prices 
under any conditions. 
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on prorate, Mr. McLain said the 
Central Exchange board will not 
vote for growers — that the mat- 
ter will go to boards of associa- 
tion members who may or may 
not pass the matter on to an in- 
dividual grower vote. 

“The matter of prorate will be 
in the hands of the producers,” 
Mr. McLain said. ‘We should 
all give careful consideration to 
the days ahead.” 

In a question and answer 
period, Mr. McLain said that pro- 
rate is effective for California 
oranges even though oranges from 
Florida and other districts are 
not under prorate because a def- 
inite market exists for California 
oranges and it is the supply on 
that market that must be watch- 
ed. 

He further said that Central 
California will probably be forced 
to limit quantity through quality 
restrictions, which would mean 
U.S. grades and federal inspection. 


Mr. McLain said that he does not © 


like federal inspection, but that 
it may become necessary.
